Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 4 - 16 are allowable for the same reasons set forth in the Office Action 
dated March 21, 2007. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or show wherein the probe requests 
transmitted from the second station/other device to the access point are based 
on the timing of probe requests initially transmitted from the first station/first 
receiver to the access point.
